MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR ON THE 
SUBJECT OF THE MILITIA. 


Gentlemen of the Senate, and ; 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 


The annual Return of the Militia, anda return of | 


me er re ee 


the Ordnance, and Ordnance and Military Stores now 
in the Arsenals of the Commonwealth, together with a 
Report, made by the Adjutant-General, accompanying 
these Returns, on the subject of the Militia, generally, 
will be laid before you, by the Secretary. The Re- 
port will shew the amount of sales of sundry articles 
of stores, disposed of under the authority of the Exe- 
cutive, by virtue of the Resolution passed on the four- 
teenth day of June last. It has not been deemed for 
the public interest that a sale of the remainder of the 
articles, which are generally useless, should be forced, 
from an apprehension, that many of them may shortly 
Be in demand in commerce, and the avails of thei: 
sale be greater, than at the present moment could be 
realized. 

At the last session, | stated to the two Houses, that 
all the Military Stores contemplated by the Act for the 
separation wf Maine, had been divided between the 
Commonwealth aud that State, by the Commissioners 
acting under the authority, and agreeably to the pro- 
visions of that Act. I have now to state, for the in- 
formation of the Legislature, that the dividend allot- 
ted to Maine, has been delivered to an Ageut of the 
Executive of that State, duly authorized to receive 
the same. 

By the act passed on the twenty-first day of Febru- 
ary last, the Governor was required to prescribe the 
Uniform for the Militia of the Commonwealth, except 
that portion thereof whose uniform: are regulated by 
the laws of the United States. Perceiving ona full 
examination of the act, that no compulsory means 
wefe provided, for giving complete efficacy to its 
provisions, I hesitated in complying with that part of 
the enactment relating to Uniforms. But finding that 
the Militia, from every section of the Commonwealth, 
Were expecting aud importuning a fulfilment of the 
intention of the Legislature, | proceeded to make ar- 
rangements for establishing an Uniform for the whole 
Militia In doing which, the strictest regard was paic 
to neatness, simplicity and economy, and to the intro- 
duction ef such distinctive modes and badges as should 

designate different grades of ofiicers, and the several 
descriptions of troops. ‘To render the whole as litile 
expensive ac possible, you will perceive, by the or- 
ders of the twenty-second of Angust last, containing 
the arrangement, (a copy of which will be herewith 
laid before you,) that many of its provisions are pro- 
spective, and that perfect uniformity in some of the 
corps, may possibly not be effected under five years 
from the first ‘Tuesday of May next. It would be 
necessary for me, gentlemen, to add, that some legis- 
lative sanction is requisite, to give entire efficacy to 
these regulations.

As in many towns no distinct account of the sures 
paid for these special purposes bas been kept, aad the 
money thus raised for the militia has been expended 
for common town uses, while in others considerable 
sums, which have been censtantly accumulating in 
their treasuries since the passage of the law in 1819, 
without appropriation, remain on hand, the inquiry 
will perhaps Le admitted, whether the importance of 
this fund, both as it regards the amonat and object, 
does not seem to require some farther legislative pro- 
vision for regulating the manner in which the account 
of it shall be kept, the mode of its disbursement, and 
for the equalization of its beneiicial eects throughout 
the Commonwealth. 

When the unlimited power which tie government of 
the United -States has to build forts and garrisons, to 
raise and support armies, to build and support a navy, 
and to establish and maintain military academies, and 
its unrestrained authority to ievy and collect taxes for 
these pusposes, is considered, and we reflect upon the 
vatural tendency of these powers to a consolidation of 
all authority under one head, the friends of our con- 
federated republic cling, with the strong arm of faith, 
to the militia system, as furnishing a physical, and the 
only effectual barrier of protection of s‘ate rights and 
individual liberty.

has ceased. Heuce, the importance of particular at- 
tention to their instruction.so that when they are call- 
ed for, they come unhesitatingly into the field, and 
act with that confideuce in one another, and in the 
skill of their officers, which those who are well dri'led 
always discover. ; 
Numerous instances, in the late, as well asin the 
revolutionary war, might be cited to shew that those 
corps, only, which had either been driited betore they 
caine on to the field, or those which had remained 
there a sufficient time to be instructed, were to be re- 
lied ou. In support of this position, it will be sufficient 
that | refer to the conduct of the troops at Ianiptou, 
who, from their scatiered situation, had not had the 
benefit of instruction, and who, therefore, fled upon 
the first approach of the enemy ; and at Bladensburgh, 
where those only who siood their ground, were bar- 
ney’s sailors, and the dise/plined corps trom Ib ttiniore. 
These two exceptious alone are sufficient to illustrate 
the importance of the principle, and make 1 unneces- 
sury for me to ref>r to the security which was given to 
the Navy Yard at Charlestown in the autumn of 1814, . 
and tue contidence,arising solely from having witnessed 
the discipline of the militia who were called out for 
their protection, which ihe citizens of the capital and 
other towns on the seaboard of Massachuzetts, then 
reposed in their defenders Such was the respect of 
the enemy also, for their power, that these troops 
were never afiorded the opportunity of shewing that 
gallantry which was witnessed in the conduct of the 
well-crilled inilitia of Counecticut at Stonington ; and 
the efficiency of Forsyth’s volunteers, and Dirdsal’s 
riflemen, on the Niagara frontier, who, from Ihe cxeel-! 
lence of their dil, were reported to be werih ten 
times their number, in @ body, of undisciplined militia. 
But how can the militia be taught, unless their offi- 
cers are capable of instructing ¢ ‘Ihe shorttime which 
they are required to hold their commissions before they 
consider themselves as entitied to a discharge, aud the 
little practice which they have while in service, are 
alone sufficient to account for their limited acquaint- 
ance with that part of their duty. If it be not theirs, 
but the fault ot the law, then, that such is the fact, it 
is the legislative power alone, which can apply the 
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fluence of the militia upon the manners of the people, 
the spirit of subordination which is produced by itm 
the community, and the respect fer the authority of 
the laws which it inspires, itis presumed there is no 
‘rue friend of the union of the States, er of civil liber- 
ty, but what wall be willing to make considerable sac- 
rifices for its support and respectability,
